Milton  Eeiterman,  assis¬ 
tant  superintendent  of  San 
Francisco  schools,  lets  us 
know  right  away  that  the 
OMI’s  Farragut  School  is 
pretty  small  potatoes. 

“After  Proposition  13,”  said 
Reiterman  on  his  speaker¬ 
phone  (you  can  hear  the 
echo),  “the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  has  a  deficit  of  $23 
million,  with  the  possible  ter¬ 
mination  of  800  teachers  and 
600  to  700  classified  people. 
We  have  to  close  schools  for 
economy  reasons.”  ’ 

Farragut,  which  holds 
district  administrative  of¬ 
fices,  is  one  of  those  schools. 

Reiterman  said  he  wants 
"the  highest  possible  return” 
on  the  36,000  square  feet  of 
space  inside  Farragut,  which 
occupies  1.4  acres  on  Hollo¬ 
way  between  Faxon  and 
Capitol. 

The  OMI  Community 
Association  has  asked  the 
school  district  for  the  use  of  a 


portion  of  Farragut’s  space 
for  a  much-needed  communi¬ 
ty  center,  including  job  train¬ 
ing,  a  commercial  arts  pro¬ 
gram,  a  family  medical  clinic 
and  a  day  care  center. 

Reiterman  says  he  is  dis¬ 
cussing  leases  with  two  city 
agencies,  the  U.S.  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  and  “one,  possibly  two” 
private  groups.  Sources  in  the 
Property  Management  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  school  district  say 
none  of  these  potential  lessees 
has  asked  for  the  entire 
space.  There  are  no  plans 
pending  to  sell  Farragut,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Reiterman. 

Many  questions  remain 
unanswered.  Residents  in  the 
immediate  area  wonder  what 
changes  are  in  store.  What 
would  post  office  trucks  do  to 
this  quiet  neighborhood?  The 
OMICA  is  circulating  a  peti¬ 
tion  against  leasing  Farragut 
to  the  postal  service.

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Transit  union  head  speaks  his  mind

The  leader  of  a  powerful  ci¬ 
ty  workers’  union  calls  a 
i -year-old  girl  “The  Boss." 

She  flashes  a  winning  smile 
at  her  daddy,  John  Squire,  in 
a  photo  taken  January  18,  the 
night  he  became  president  of 
Muni  Drivers’  Local  250-A. 
The  union  official  installing 
Squire  handed  the  gavel  to  his 
daughter,  Jennifer,  as  a  joke. 
Some  joke.  He  took  office,  but 
“The  Boss”  took  the  gavel. 

“That  gavel  cost  me  $80,” 
said  Squire  who  bought  it  for 
Jennifer. 

Squire’s  recent  victory  was 
the  third  time  he  had  won  the 
local’s  highest  office.  He  has 
never  run  as  an  incumbent.  In 
1968,  he  was  the  first  elected 
black  president.  He  resigned 
in  1970  for  personal  reasons. 

In  1972,  Squire  made  a  com¬ 


eback.  When  he  ran  two  years 
later,  officials  claimed  his 
nomination  petition  lacked 
the  necessary  number  of 
drivers’  names  and  he  was 
ruled  ineligible.  Squire  said  a 
page  of  names  was  missing. 
Last  fall  he  ran  against  in¬ 
cumbent  Larry  Martin. 

“I  didn’t  run  again  because 
I  wanted  to,”  said  Squire. 
“The  drivers  asked  me  to  run. 
I  was  a  last  minute  can¬ 
didate.” 

Squire  spent  the  last  five 
years  as  a  Muni  inspector, 
and  he  was  worried  that  even 
a  “union-oriented”  manage¬ 
ment  official  couldn’t  get 
driver  support.  He  ran  on  his 
record  as  leader  of  the  union 
during  the  period  of  its 
greatest  gains  in  wages  and 
benefits,  many  of  which  were 
lost  during  Martin’s  two 
terms  of  office.  Squire  beat

Standing  in  his  comfortable, 
white  stucco  home  in  Ingle- 
side  Terraces,  one  leg  cocked 
over  a  reclining  chair,  Squire 
tried  to  rub  the  sleep  out  of 
eyes  strained  by  long  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  mayor. 

Ever  since  the  state  Su¬ 
preme  Court  declared  Propo¬ 
sition  13  did  not  mandate 
wage  freezes  for  public  em¬ 
ployees,  the  Transport  Work¬ 
ers  Union  and  the  mayor’s  of¬ 
fice  have  been  conferring  on 
retroactive  pay  for  Muni 
drivers. 

“We  want  the  $8.80  plus 
cost-of-living  which  the  civil 
service  says  is  ours,”  said 
Squire,  thumping  one  hand  on 
the  fireplace  mantle  for  em¬ 
phasis. 

The  new  mayor  won’t  com¬ 
mit  herself,  said  Squire,  who 
feels  he  has  an  advantage  in 
the  negotiations. 

“Dianne  doesn’t  know 
where  I’m  coming  from. 
She’s  from  the  downtown 
establishment.  I’m  from  the 
working  people.” 

Squire  came  to  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  from  Youngstown,  Ohio, 
in  1958.  In  Youngstown,  he 
was  head  of  Amalgamated 
Transit  Union’s  Local  272.  His 
father,  still  living  at  80,  was 
active  in  the  United  Steel¬ 
workers  Union.  At  Muni, 
Squire  immersed  himself  in 
the  effort  to  merge  the  ATU

and  the  Transport  Workers 
Union.  When  the  merger  was 
successful.  Squire  ran  for 
president  and  won. 

“According  to  Jet,”  he  said, 
“I  was  the  first  elected  black 
official  of  a  major  transit 
union  in  the  U.S.” 

Although  Squire  is  not  sure 
what  Feinstein  will  do  on  the 
wage  issue,  or  what  her  ad¬ 
ministration  will  mean  to 
Muni  drivers  in  the  long  run, 
he  likes  her  appointment  of 
Richard  Sklar  to  head  the 
PUC. 

“In  comparison  to  Wentz, 
Sklar  has  really  impressed 
me,”  said  Squire. 

At  a  recent  Muni  Man  of  the 
Month  ceremony,  held  in  the 
aging  streetcar  barn  on 
Geneva  and  San  Jose,  Squire 
was  pleased  to  get  Sklar’s 
support  for  his  proposal  for 
the  building. 

“I  said  ‘This  damn  dump 
needs  to  be  torn  down,’  and  he 
said  ‘You’re  right.’  ” 

“It’s  too  soon  to  know  if  his 
commitment  is  total,”  Squire 
continued,  “but  he  can  talk 
rationally  about  those  issues 
that  involve  the  community.”

Dills  Bill  support

State  Senator  Ralph  Dills 
(D-L.A.)  has  introduced  SB 
234,  a  school  finance  bill,  into 
the  legislature. 

The  Dills  Bill  provides  long¬ 
term  funding  for  grades 
Kindergarten-12,  community 
colleges  and  county  school  of¬ 
fices.  For  the  1979-80  fiscal 
year,  it  provides  for  a  nine 
percent  inflation  factor. 

The  measure  continues  fun¬ 
ding  for  categorial  aid  pro¬ 
grams  which  meet  needs  of 
students,  such  as  special 
education,  bilingual,  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  disadvantaged,  and 
summer  school. 

The  Dills  Bill  would  assume 
local  district  costs  of 
specified  mandated  pro¬ 
grams  such  as  Children’s 
Centers,  Meals  for  Needy 
Pupils,  State  Education 
Special  Schools,  the  Sedgwick 
Act  and  Driving  Training. 

The  State  Parent-Teachers 
Association  and  the  Friends 
of  Public  Education  are  sup¬ 
porting  the  Dills  Bill. 

Friends  of  Public  Educa¬ 
tion  is  a  volunteer  coalition  of 
parents,  teachers,  para- 
professionals,  students,  ad¬ 
ministrators,  secretaries,  bus 
drivers,  Board  of  Education 
members  and  others.  Their 
purpose  is  to  secure  adequate 
long-term  funding  for  public 
schools. 

They  point  out  that  S.F.  is  a 
unique  school  district.  Of  the 
60,000  students  here,  5,000  are 
physically  or  mentally  han¬ 
dicapped.  The  cost  to  serve 
one  of  these  children  for  a 
year  is  $5,000. 

About  31,000  students  come 


from  homes  where  English  is 
not  the  first  language.  One- 
third  (20,000)  students  are 
from  households  receiving 
Aid  to  Families  with  Depen¬ 
dent  Children.  Many  more 
youngsters  live  in  households 
below  the  poverty  line, 
not  the  primary  language. 
One-third  (20,000)  students 
are  from  households  receiv¬ 
ing  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children.  Many 
more  youngsters  live  in 
households  below  the  poverty 
line. 

S.F.  has  the  highest  cost  of 
living  level  in  the  state,  so 
dollars  do  not  go  as  far  here 
as  they  might  in  other  school 
districts. 

Friends  of  Public  Educa¬ 
tion  is  sponsoring  a  rally  on 
Thursday  (Apr.  5)  at  7:30 
p.m.  at  Mission  High  School 
Auditorium.  The  purpose  is 
two-fold:  one,  to  let  S.F.  of¬ 
ficials  learn  about  needs  and 
problems  of  the  schools ;  two, 
to  listen  to  the  response  of 
these  city  representatives.

I  would  like  to  draw  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  special  TV  program 
last  month  entitled,  Scared 
straight.  It  concerned  teen¬ 
agers  who  had  been  in  trouble 
for  stealing,  armed  robbery, 
prostitution,  you  name  it. 
They  were  selected  by  the 
juvenile  court  and  sent  to 
Rahway,  (N.J.)  Prison  where 
they  were  “scared  straight” 
for  2  hours. 

Inside  Rahway,  the 
juveniles  were  surrounded  by 
20  of  the  most  hardened 
criminals  there.  These  are 
men  serving  25  years,  life  or 
even  double  life  for  murder, 
armed  robbery,  etc.  They  told 
the  teen-agers  of  the  killings 
in  prison,  the  homosexual 
acts,  and  about  waking  up 
every  morning  never  knowing 
whether  they  were  going  to 
live  through  the  day. 

Since  this  project  began  in 
September  1976  at  Rahway, 
over  10,000  juveniles  have 
visited  there.  Of  those,  80  per¬ 
cent  went  straight. 

The  project  is  not  funded  by 
the  prison  and  the  prisoners 
do  not  get  paid.  Juveniles 
from  12  to  20  go  through  the 
program. 

I  recommend  that  every 
parent  see  this  special,  as 
well  as  every  teen-ager  who 
thinks  s/he  is  “cool.”  Prison 
ain’t  fun.  It  is  a  lot  harder 
than  this  special  program 
says  it  is.  But  this  special  is 
enough  to  scare  you  straight.

We  now  have  confirmation 
to  our  earlier  prediction,  that 
Sewer  Service  charges  will, 
indeed,  rise  100  percent  by 
1984  to  double  the  present 
charge.  Meanwhile,  we  are 
now  being  presented  with  a 
proposal  to  revise  the  water 
rates  schedules  upward  some 
14  percent!  The  Public 
Utilities  Commission  made 
this  proposal  to  drive  up 
residential  water  bills  at  our 
March  19  meeting. 

But  PUC  has  not  made  a 
move  for  a  lifeline  provision 
for  seniors,  nor  has  it  ever  ful¬ 
ly  cancelled  the  emergency 
water  rate  rise  that  took  place 
during  the  last  drought. 

Additionally  there  was  a 
serious  question  as  to  whether 
all  of  this  new  raise  was  truly 
needed  to  meet  current  ex¬ 
penses  and,  for  all  these 
reasons,  I  led  the  fight  against 
the  raise  which  resulted  in  a 
unanimous  turn-down  of  the 
increase. 

Ingleside  and  Ocean  View 
libraries  are  still  in  danger  of 
being  closed  due  to  Prop.  13 
shortages  and  cutbacks.  Our 
office  has  urged  the  Library 
Commission,  both  formally 
and  informally,  to  review 
their  priorities.  But  more 
grassroots  interest,  as 
evidenced  by  individual  let¬ 
ters  to  the  Commission,  the 
Mayor  and  the  Supervisors, 
urging  the  retention  of  these 
relatively  inexpensive 
facilities  would  help. 

We  would  be  glad  to  help 
those  Community  Associa¬ 
tions  and  Block  Clubs  who 
need  speakers  on  community 
problems  from  the  various 
departments  of  city  govern¬ 
ment.

The  study  further  revealed 
that  51  percent  of  autos  west¬ 
bound  on  Ocean  Avenue  con¬ 
tinue  straight  through,  while 
59  percent  continue  on  when 
going  east. 

According  to  Douglas  Hale, 
Lakeside  Merchants  presi¬ 
dent,  a  major  problem  is  this 
through  traffic,  especially  the 
large  trucks  which  speed 
down  the  street.  Buses  pre¬ 
sent  a  similar  danger.

A  must  for 
school  kids 

There  are  seven  diseases 
for  which  immunization  is 
currently  required  by  law  for 
all  children  under  18  years 
old,  and  by  the  time  of  their 
first  admission  to  any  school 
in  California.  A  student  who 
transfers  from  one  school  to 
another  is  subject  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  requirements  also. 

These  are:  diptheria, 
tetanus,  pertusis  (whooping 
cough),  poliomyelitis, 
measles,  rubella  (german 
measles)  and  mumps. 

Each  of  these  diseases  can 
cause  serious  consequences, 
and  immunization  largely  can 
eliminate  the  risk. 

If  your  child  has  not  been 
fully  immunized,  take  him  or 
her  to  the  nearest  Health 
Center.  For  OMI  residents, 
there  are  two  health  centers.

Progress  on 
hardship  loans 

At  last,  HCI  has  obtained  a 
tentative  commitment  from 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Com¬ 
munity  Development  for 
hardship  loans  of  up  to  $7500 
for  repairs  and  improve¬ 
ments  related  to  health  and 
safety  items.  This  program  is 
available  only  to  persons  or 
families  with  incomes  below 
80  percent  of  HUD  medians 
(i.e.,  single  persons-$10,750, 
four  persons-$15,350). 

Housing  Conservation  In¬ 
stitute  continues  to  offer  free 
services  for  securing  low  in¬ 
terest  California  Housing 
Finance  Agency  loans  to 
moderate  income  families  in 
a  portion  of  the  Ingleside 
district.  These  loans  may  be 
for  purchase  or  re-finance,  in¬ 
cluding  needed  rehabilitation. 
The  rate  remains  at  7-3/4  per¬ 
cent  for  1979  (plus  mortgage 
insurance  —  1/4  on  conven¬ 
tional  or  1/2  on  FHA  or  VA). 

HCI’s  services  include:  in¬ 
terview  with  the  homeowner 
to  provide  information  on  HCI 
programs,  property  inspec¬ 
tion  by  staff  building  advisor 
to  recommend  needed  im¬ 
provements,  assistance  with 
loan  applications,  bidding 
assistance  after  cost  esti¬ 
mates  and  specification 
write-ups,  and  work  monitor¬ 
ing  to  assure  satisfaction. 

HCI’s  programs  do  not  in¬ 
volve  mandatory  code  en¬ 
forcement;  however,  needed 
structural  repairs  should  be 
included  in  the  loan  for  pur¬ 
chase. 

Free  HCI  services  are  also 
available  for  the  CHFA  7-3/4 
percent  home  improvement 
loan.  This  loan  has  just  been 
reduced  from  9  percent  to 
7-3/4  percent,  making  the  pro¬ 
gram  attractive  to  the  home- 
owner  interested  in  rehabili¬ 
tating.  Loans  up  to  $15,000  for 
15  years  are  permitted.

The  couple  met  and  married 
ried  in  Boston  soon  after  Mrs.

The  first  trolly  rattled  through  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  in 
1918,  in  an  incredibly  short  seven  minutes,  a  feat  that  is  even 
today,  incredible.  This  trip  was  possible  because  of  the 
foresight  and  fearlessness  of  Mayor  P.H.  McCarthy  who  ad¬ 
vocated  the  tunnel  in  January  of  1910  and  Mayor  James  Rolph 
who  carried  out  the  plans. 

The  flamboyant  Rolph  may  have  pushed  the  project  along 
just  so  he  could  drive  that  first  car  through  the  tunnel  and  hold 
another  dedication  ceremony. 

No  one  loved  a  party  as  much  as  “Sunny  Jim”  and  the  Twin 
Peaks  bore  had  three  separate  dedications  that  we  know  of. 

The  first  festivity  was  the  Eureka  Valley  Carnival  on  Sept. 
24,  1914,  which  celebrated  the  beginning  of  construction.  The 
carnival  was  held  in  Eureka  Valley,  since  West  Portal  wasn’t 
the  west  portal  as  yet. 

This  celebration  was  ruled  over  by  the  Queen  of  the  Festival, 
Miss  Tillie  Muller.  She  led  a  week  of  dances,  parades  and  par¬ 
ties  for  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  Property  Owners  Association. 

The  commemorative  program  was  full  of  ads  by  the  mer¬ 
chants,  and  an  ad  for  “High  Grade  Sparkling  Wine,  A.  Fink’s 
Widow.”  On  the  back  cover  was  a  curious  photograph  of  a  sub¬ 
marine  mine  explosion  during  practice  of  the  U.S.  Coast  Ar¬ 
tillery.  We  have  it  on  good  authority  that  the  mine  was  not  a 
bottle  of  A.  Fink’s  Widow. 

The  second  dedication,  on  April  5,  1917,  was  the  “Holed 
Through”  ceremony  where  Mr.  M.  O’Shaughnessy,  chief 
engineer,  and  “Sunny  Jim”  met  underground,  6,000  feet  from 
the  eastern  portal.  They  then  walked  to  the  west  portal  and 
were  photographed  profusely. 

The  third  dedication  was  the  actual  Grand  Opening  on  Feb.  3, 
1918.  Rolph  left  City  Hall  at  exactly  2:30  driving  the  K  Car.  He 
arrived  at  West  Portal  at  about  2:45,  where  he  was  met  by 
Joseph  A.  Leonard,  developer  of  Ingleside  Terrace,  plus  a 
goodly  crowd.  Proper  speeches  and  a  great  deal  of  hand  shak¬ 
ing  ensued. 

The  first  5  cent  fare  was  paid  by  O’Shaugnessy’s  8-year-old 
daughter.  It  was  reported  that  the  city  dignitaries  tried  to 
board  the  car  paying  with  just  their  smiles,  but  O’Shaugnessy 
would  not  let  them  on  until  they  too  paid  their  nickels. 

Of  all  the  dedication  ceremonies,  none  was  so  eagerly 
awaited  as  the  April  2, 1979,  re-dedication  of  the  new  West  Por¬ 
tal  Station.  Not  only  did  the  neighborhood  enjoy  the  scheduled 
whoop-la  of  music,  a  parade,  speeches  and  parties,  but  it 
marked  an  end  to  the  two  years  of  dust,  noise  and  general 
mess.

Inside  view 
of  Lowell 
Hi  protest

News  of  the  proposed 
budget  cuts  in  the  S.F. 
Unified  School  District  has 
spread  a  wave  of  fear  and 
concern  among  parents, 
teachers  and  students.  On 
March  23,  a  group  of  students 
took  action. 

Nearly  200  Lowell  High 
School  students,  carrying 
banners  and  signs,  gathered 
outside  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  Building  at  135  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  protesting  the  lay  off 
of  hundreds  of  teachers,  pro¬ 
posed  as  a  solution  to  the 
budget  problem.  Also  includ¬ 
ed  in  this  plan  are  cutbacks  of 
such  programs  as  Honors  and 
Advanced  Placement  classes, 
and  various  creative  arts 
courses. 

Soon  after  the  young  people 
arrived,  a  delegation  of  seven 
students  was  invited  into  the 
building.  The  other  protesters 
remained  outside  to  continue 
the  demonstration. 

The  seven  students  met 
with  such  influential  figures 
as  Isadore  Pivnik,  assistant 
superintendent  of  schools, 
Commissioner  Myra  Kopf, 
and  PTA  President  Barbara 
Holman. 

They  explained  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  why  the  budget  had  to 
be  cut,  what  classes  would  be 
cut,  and  what  more  the 
students  could  do  to  help  pre¬ 
vent  it. 

Both  students  and  ad¬ 
ministrators  agreed  that 
there  was  a  serious  com¬ 
munication  problem  between 
students  and  administrators 
at  individual  schools.  Stu¬ 
dents  felt  they  had  been  given 
inadequate  information  at 
Lowell. 

The  cooperation  and  will¬ 
ingness  of  the  downtown  ad¬ 
ministrators  to  listen  and  give 
information  made  the  protest 
a  success.  The  students 
achieved  their  goals  —  to  at¬ 
tract  attention  to  their  con¬ 
cerns  and  to  attain  a  fuller 
understanding  of  the  situa¬ 
tion. 


On  April  5,  there  will  be  an 
open  rally  at  the  Mission  High 
Auditorium  (18th  and  Church 
Streets)  where  students, 
parents  and  concerned  citi¬ 
zens  are  invited  to  impress 
prominent  state  officals  with 
their  fears.  Senators  John 
Foran  and  Milton  Marks, 
Assemblymen  Art  Agnos, 
Willie  Brown,  Jr.  and  Leo  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  and  State  Superinten¬ 
dent  Wilson  Riles  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  attend  this  meeting. 

The  writer  was  one  of  seven 
Lowell  students  who  con¬ 
ferred  with  school  admini¬ 
strators  during  the  protest.

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Five  Year  Plan.  According  to 
Squire,  the  OMI  neighbor¬ 
hoods  will  benefit  from  in¬ 
creased  access  to  BART,  the 
Muni  Metro  and  new  cross¬ 
town  lines.  For  other  city 
districts,  he  thinks  the  plan  is 
“a  stinker”  resulting  in 
reduced  service.  If  citizens 
protest,  Squire  said  he  would 
back  them.  (Residents  can 
get  copies  of  the  Five  Year 
Plan  by  telephoning  558-5284.) 

Squire  has  questions  about 
the  space-age  Light  Rail 
Vehicle  (LRV)  built  by 
Boeing-Vertol  for  the  Muni 
Metro.  (“There  are  27  at 
Muni  now,”  he  said.  “I  went 
out  and  counted  them  last 
night.”)  The  97-foot  cars  will 
carry  219  seated  passengers, 
more  than  twice  the  capacity 
of  the  old  streetcars. 

“We’re  not  going  to  operate 
additional  length  without  ad¬ 
ditional  compensation,” 
Squire  asserted.  “Longer 
equipment  requires  more 
skill,  and  our  operators  will 
have  to  be  paid  for  it.” 

Will  increased  costs  from 
the  LRV  and  from  higher  fuel 
prices  plus  Proposition  13 
cuts  in  tax  revenue  bring  a 
raise  in  fares? 

“I  think  it  will  come,”  said 
Squire,  “but  I’m  against  it.” 

The  new  transit  union  presi¬ 
dent  is  an  authority  on  transit 
fares,  having  written  his  mas¬ 
ter’s  thesis  on  the  impact  of 
fare  reductions  in  Wilkes- 
Barre,  Pa.  and  Atlanta.  When 
those  cities  lowered  bus  fares, 
ridership  went  up  and  so  did 
revenue.  But  money  ques¬ 
tions  aside,  Squire  thinks 
transit  is  a  public  right. 

“You  don’t  ask  a  child  to 
buy  school  books,”  he  said, 
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quoting  from  his  master’s 
thesis. 

John  Squire  has  been  active 
in  Democratic  Party  circles 
for  years.  A  photo  album  of 
his  housewarming  in  1969  car¬ 
ries  pictures  of  such  Party 
notables  as  the  Burtons,  John 
Foran  and  Joe  Alioto.  Squire 
thinks  “the  odds  are  50-1” 
that  Alioto  will  run  again  for 
mayor.  He  predicted  the  ex¬ 
mayor  will  get  support  from 
most  unions,  although  he 
doesn’t  know  if  Alioto  will 
have  his  support. 

Squire’s  extensive  political 
ties  can  only  help  him  on  trips 
to  Sacramento,  where  he  has 
been  lobbying  for  stronger 
laws  against  assaults  on  tran¬ 
sit  operators.  He  cited  the 
case  of  a  Muni  driver  who  lost 
front  teeth  and  gained  a 
broken  jaw  when  he  tried  to 
stop  a  passenger  who  had  spit 
on  him. 

If  the  fight  had  not  moved 
from  the  bus  to  the  street. 
Squire  said,  the  attacker 
would  have  faced  a  simple 
misdemeanor  charge.  Squire 
wants  all  attacks  on  drivers, 
on  or  off  the  bus,  considered 
felonious  assault. 

Squire  believes  that  Local 
250-A  can  and  should  be  a 
powerful  force  in  city  elec¬ 
tions.  He  calculates  that 
drivers  can  directly  mobilize 
up  to  37,000  votes  through 
their  friends.  And  then  there 
is  the  daily  contact  each  drive 
has  with  the  public. 

“Who  has  more  influence 
than  a  bus  driver?”  he  asked.
